TALK ON WRA TO RADIO PUBLIC 


In answer to various ace. 


cusations and statements 
made by ths Dies cormitteo, 
National WRA Direotor Dil- 
lon S» Myer presented the 
true facts on the NBC 
"Warch of Time" radio pro- 
gram Thursday night. 

The purpose of the WRA, 
stated Myer, is first to 
provide temporary homes for 
the Japanese evacuated from 
the West coast and second to 
assist in their reloca- 
tion and resettloment,. 


The 10 rolocation contérs 
were declared not to be in- 
ternment canps or prisoners 
of war camps. Myor also 
stated that two-thirds of 
the evacuees are by right 
and birth oitizens TOF Ene 
United States and 72% havo 
never seen Japan. 200,000 
persons of Japanese ances~= 
try were evacuated and 
20,000 in other parts of 
the nation as well as the 
160,000 in Hawaii were not

In a resolution, The 
Council for Minority Rights 
of Seattle, Washe, asked 
Pacific Coast "leadership" 
to support "the government 
in its effort to effect a 
statesmanlike solution of 
the ‘Oriental Problem!

osophy." 

Agreeing with President 
Roosevelt that "Americanism 
is not, and never was, a 
matter of race or ancestry" 


and with Wendell Willkie 
that "we cannot fight the 
forces of imperialism a- 
broad and maintein eny form 
of imperialism at home," 
the Counoil further added 
in the resolution sént to

Dear Co-op Member; 

You say that the variety of stock 1s too small and 
that Co-op stores carry only foods that have a quiok 
turnover and a largo mrginof profit. Yes, variety is 
not many because the capital is small. Goods that hevo 
a quick turnover must be purchased because thoy rofloot 
where people's demands arc, and we must avoid doad 
stocke 

The margin of profit differs according to the kinds 
of goods. Cheapest are grocery, tobacco and cigarettes, 
Then comes hardware and dry goods. The highest being 
jewelry. This was computed by the degree of quick 
turnover, It cannot be oritioized without classifica- 
tion. 

You say the Co-op considers 
money too important. But, how can wo increaso tho 
varioty of stock without saving profits? Wo started 
business with only $250 oapital nine months ago, and 
today we have or you own $33,928 worth of merchandise. 
However, this was made possible because of cheap sal- 
aries and cheap rent. We never sold anything abovo 
the retail market prices. 

You say that peoplo loaving Centor nogloct to col- 
loct their patronage refunds, You mist bo spoaking 
about some other centers. The Rohwer Co-op has not and 
will not make any refunds until next Sept. 50. le are 
refunding the $1 membership fée and transferring used 
coupon books to someone eise whon each member loaves 
this Center. (Accummlatod reserve funds will be dis- 
tributed among mombers upon the purchased amounts at 
the time of dissolution.)

Adan Smith in his "Wealth of the Natiohs" 
as one of the fundamental concepts for the rapid rise 
of industrialization, the utilization of division of 
labor. 

",..eand this subdivision of employment in philosophy, 
aS well as in every other business, improves dexterity, 
and saves time. Each individual becomes more expert 
in his owm peouliar branch, more work is done upon the 
whole, and the quantity of scionco is considerably in- 
creased by it. 

"It is the great multiplication of the productions 
of all the difforont arts, in consequence of tho div- 
ision of labour, which ocefnsions, in 2 woll-govornod 
society, that universal opulence which extends itself 
to the lowest ranks of the people. Every other work- 
man being in exactly in the sane situation, he is 
enabled to oxchange a great quantity of his ow goods 
for a great quantity, or, what comes to the samo thing, 
for tho prico of a groat quantity of theirs." 

The words that Smith laid down in tho 18th contury 
still holds truo in our decade and it will bo well for 
the Center rosidents to heed tho words of this groct 
oconomist. 

If Rohwer is to claim the distinction of having a 
well-governed society and gain the advantages of groat- 
er returns, evory resident must be willing to share 
mutually, oqually and fully the work that is ossential 
to create a better commmity.
